Ugo of the honor which I feel in being callwii 
Mstlc orer tois meeting. The daj-a of the .slaro 
Si^l^ r. of Confederate prorost-mawhals when 
Mtond inen could not come together to deliberate 
Mr public affairs haa, thank (lod, ceased to exist 
lAiHiWse.) As President Lincoln and the Union 
f^niTwerc unable to restore the Union imtil the 
M|<^d men came to tiieiraid, so the Union men 
of this Slate feel timt tiicr cannot maintain the 
nrinciplee of nnion of the States without the aid of 
Sc patriotic colored men. (Applanao.) I remem-' 
her the <lay when tlie teacher of a colored aehool 
ia city waa rnthlcsaly am'stcil and died in pri- 
•oo (.a a charge of being an Abolitionist and cveiy 
time I pass th“t church where he used to 
tiaeh, I feel that there ore men atill living who 
have the ajiirit that animated him. (Applaiise.) 
The cause which wo are here to-uigfal inaugurating 
is I/iuisiana ia a great and holy cauae. and the 
nh-Is are trembling in tlicir ahoea in couaequcncc. 
They arc n-alising the fact that this is a country to 
hr rulod by loynl men, botii white and hlsok. 
Then' was a time when the tenn “Abolitionist" 
aw considered as a diame ; but 1 aland before yon 
lo-night raised and tdueated as I have been in the 
Sootb. and tell you lliat I gloiy iu Ijeing an Alw- 
Utioniat and a Radical. (Applause.) Wheal went 
to Washington last E'all, oiy Union frioud.s iu Lou¬ 
isiana did nut cotou up to the mark of univeraal 
saffimge; Imt when I came Inck a few months 
,latcr, the oiitragea which had been heiiped ui>on 
‘them by the roliol government here bad' brought 
them to the murk, and now no man eon justly 
claim to bo M Union man imleas he favors nniver- 
ad anffrage. Uuo of tiio greatest ai-framonta used 
against the right of auflnige to tbo C'uoroil p^plc, 
by the Cop()erhcnda iu the North, is that if yon 
wen' allowed to vote, yon will be ct)ulront.'d by the 
plantersondoldKlnveHoldors. (Uriosof “Never.”) 

I did not ask yon that qaestion, for 1 know tliat ] 
y<m would not lie coutroUod by them. Aa they 
ailed in tiiinktug you would tight for them, so 
l^y will fail in aupiKising you axil vote for them. 
The qnoation is hot this’ alone, but whether you 
will Im! allowed to hold olUce aa white men do; I 
•i^yuu are eutitlc<l to this right, and I would 
laUii'r every oOlce in the Statu was in the hands of 
oolurod men than in the hands of unrepentant 
rebels. (Applanao.) It is to you that the loyal 
men of the .South must look, and when you aena- 
lato to-night moke up your minds from this day 
forward, yon ore os good os any white man iu the 
State. (Groat I'hiHjnug.)

FEULOW-Cimsgs ; Tills nie«*ting is called to in- 
donte tbo right of nuiveraal euflhigc, to bo extend¬ 
ed by the Craveutioii to oil who havo tieon made 
dtuens, and to imluno the ro-aaaeuibliug of the 
Cviuveution of 1861. Cuugrcaa was not sutislled 
with the results accomiiluihi-d by the Conveutioo 
when it last awniblvd, bes-ansc it withhold from 
you the right of snffnigi-, and therefore it inooto 
again, to conform to the wiahes of Oongreos in that 
respeol Tbo peo|ile here, who rey they “accept 
the situation," havu guui' from unu step toauoUier, 
until at lad they elaiiii the right of being elected 
to the very iimei'3 they Toeated when Uioy com- 
muuQod tills war. But Uii'hi' men ought to tarry 
awhile si Jericho until their beards grow out. Wo 
want to do exactly what Tenneosee baa done. 
These men have no elaiui to rule you at alL Tliey 
tcU you even now, that what they havo dono they 
think ia right, and would do it sgi^ if there was a 
dumiM. Why should not Louisiana, like North 
Carolina, and'Tennessee and New York, allow suf- 
hage to the culored i>eoplo on the property basis? 
1 say it should be done. But you must be patient 
and ftrm. The people will become better informed 
ftom time to time, and where yon havo now 5,(J0U 
white men in this city to advocate your tights for 
■ulhage, you will soon have 20,000. You do not 
want to tight for it, but yon will have it sooner 
«later. _ The Coaventi<>n of 1864 ansembli^ next 
Monday in this hall, and they will triumph without 
r^olution.
